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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-6, drawn to a voice coil insertion Jig for voice coil. 
Group II, claim(s) 7-1 1 , drawn to an alternative voice coil insertion Jig. 
Group III, claim(s) 12-16, drawn to other prefer embodiment of voice coil insertion Jig. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: invention I lacks of 
functions and features that required by invention II such as where an insertion part for 
fitting a center pole of a hollow cylindrical magnetic circuit in the base, and where a 
boss forming the center pin formed in the lower center of the base being apart from the 
moving piece as required by invention III, further, invention I is simply required a hollow 
cylindrical insertion part being integrally in the base is not required by invention II and a 
simply central boss being provided above the center of the base is not required by 
invention II, etc. 

2. If one of the above inventions is elected applicants are required to elect one of 
the following species because Inventions l-lll directed to more than one species of the 
generic invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 



Species A- readable on a voice coil insertion Jig. 
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Species B-readable on method of manufacturing a speaker. 
Species C-readable on a product such as Speaker.

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The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Species listed above 
are different from one another since they unrelated because A directed to a jig versus 
method B and product C for example in the method B, the adhering the diaphragm to 
the frame and other steps such as deforming and inserting as to form a product can be 
done by other devices instead of the jig in group A, further regarding the product C it is 
clearly that the product such as speaker does not required the particular method B 
and/or the Jig A to form such because such product can be form by other method 
and/or apparatus instead of the method or jig listed above, etc. 

3. A telephone call was made to Charles Watts on 1 2/14/06 to request an oral 

election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 

made.
